The week commencing October 9 has, by proclamation published in the 
Official Gazette at Ottawa, been declared Fire Prevention Week throughout 
Canada. The object is, of course, to fecus public attention upon the enormous 
losses, both of life and property, resulting frem fire with a view to the 
adoption of more effective safeguards against fire, and to educate all people, | 
and especially children, against habits of carelessness in the handing of | 
miitches, gasoline and other combustibles, and in the disregard of common- 
sense method; in the matter of extinguishing camp fires, and such simple 
matters ag throwing away the still lighted stubs of clgars and cigarettes. 

At first grance it would seem to be quite unnecessary for the national 
government to cllicially set 
avowed purpose of teaching a presumably intelligent, educated and business- | 


like people to Safeguard thelr own lives, homes and property from destruction. 
Unfortunately, Canada’s fire record proves conclusively that it is only too | 


necessary to keep up a persistent campaign to awaken the people from thelr | 


carwessness and indifference in this very vital matter. 
nunada, Which is so progressive in many ways, and ‘has 


leadership in numerous worthwhile movements, and can claim the honor of j 


achievements, occupies a low place among the nations of the world when 
statistics of fire losses are studied. Few countries, if, indeed, any one, 
annually record the appalling fire losses which take place in Canada. This 
Dominion’s fire loss per head of population is about the highest in the world, 
and the passing years do not reveal much improvement. 

Canada has already sustained the loss not merely of -millfons but 
eetually billions of dollars worth of forest wealth, some of which is gone 
forever, and where long periods of time will be required to mako good, the 
luss in other districts, And these forests are one of Canada’s greatest assets,

well as leaving behind it a trail of lifelong suffering and economic loss in: 


blinded and crippled humanity. 

Because of the high ratio of fire losses, the people of Canada have to pay 
abnormally high rates for fire insurance, The insurance companies are not 
to blame for demanding high premiums. They must protect themselves and 
their policy holders, and just so long as fires in Canada remain so numerous 
and costly, so long’ willthe cost of insurance against fire remain a hoaavy 
drain upon the business of the Dominion. 

Then, too, there is the further heavy burden imposed upon all urban 
communities in the maintenance of elaborate and expensive fire-fighting 
equipmemnt, and large expenditures to augment water supplies for fire- 
fighting purposes greatly in excess of the dally domestic requirements of 
cities and towns, + 

All these forms of protection are necessary, and must be pald for in our 
tax bills. But because of the frequency of fires. largely the result of care- 
lessness and neglect of the most ordinary precautions on the part of many 
peopie, these seryices have to be maintained on a much more extensive and 
expensive scale than would otherwise be necessary. 

Fire Prevention Week should, therefore, be observed all over the country. 

Special attention should be paid to the subject in all schools, while each 
individual householder should devote a little time to a thorough-examination

Cities In New World Could Learn 
Much From’ Old London 

“A Returned “American,” writing in 
the Atlantic Monthtly, declares that 
although he spent most of the winter 
In an hotel in the heart of Mayfair, 
distant only a few hundred feet from 
Piccadilly and but three minutes 
‘walle from Regent Street, two of the 
busiest thoroughfares in London, he 
found his surroundings, both day and 
night, “as quiet as any country place 
here in America.” But the seven 
nights that he spent in his usual ex- 
cellent hotel in New York were ‘as 
restful as if I had been trying to sleep 
in a boller factory. Fire engines tore 
by all night,. shrieking like damned 
souls. Motor car horns honked and 
honked, and honked, without inter- 
mission every hour of the night.” 

As this man says, there is abso- 
lutely no reason for the bedlam which 
generaily characterizes street trafifle 
upen this side of the water, unless 
pecple really ike it. London has as 
great a traffe as is to be found in 
any city in North America. It is a 
continuous stream of motor cars, lor- 
ries and motor ’buses. Yct it moves 
as swifty and as silently as a river. 
The people seem to prefer quiet, to 
appreciate its value to the human 
system, and to exercise suflitient con- 
trol over traffic to have their views 
respected. In this respect, as in so 
many others, the Old World can teach 
the New World a much-needed and 
silutary lesson.

The Planting Of Trees 


‘Arrangement Should Be Studied To 

Obtain Pleasing Results 
Indiscriminate planting of trees and

New Canadian National Railways’ 
Publication Deals With Deposits 
Frem ‘Coast to Coast 

While the world is recording a de- 
crease in the production of gold, Can- 
ada ig gr adually showing an increase 
and is rapidly reaching second place 
; as & Source of supply, it is stated in 
a new publication covering mines 
and mineral sources of the Dominion 
of Canada, now being issued by C. 
| Price-Green, F.R.G.S., Commissicner, 
Department of Natural Resources for 
the Canadian National Railways, The 
booklet, which is now ayallable for 
distribution, deals extensively with 
the mineral resources of the Domin- 
ion, both: metallle and non-metallic, 
;and points out that: “The value of 
four mineral production hag risen from 
less than $23 million to over $241 
million in -1926; our waterpower de- 
veloped, the potent force behind our 
mining, pulp and paper and general 
industrial development, has risen 
from a few thoysand horse powcr to 
1,556,000 h.p.; the export of pulp and 
paper, from practically nothing to 
$172 million; and our foreign trade 
from $221 miilion to ovevr $2,000 mll- 
|lion, representing the largest per 
; capita export in the world. Many other 
exainples could be given, but theso 
‘alone explain why Canada's progress 
iis inspiring so much confidence in in- 
|vestors at home and obroad.” 

Deating with the  pre-Cambrian 
' Shiela, which stretches from Labra- 
i dor almost to the basin of the Mac- 
| kenzie, the introduction to the book- 
let states: “The major portion of this 
‘country is unsurveyed and unpros- 
‘pected; still sufficient is now known 
of ils geological strueture to provide 
‘evidence of its latent wealth. The 
icopper-gold deposits of Northwestern 
| Quebec; the nlekel-copper mines of 
i Sudbury; the silver of Cobalt, South 
| Lor rain, Miller Lake and Gowganda; 
ithe gold of Porcupine, Kirkland Lake 
(and areas contiguous in the provinces 
{of Manitoba and Quebec; the fron, 
| cove, silver and othe? ores of Thun-

Empire’s Deposits Of 
Manganese Ore Large 


Chief Producers Are India and Africa 
Says Noted Metallurgist 

Two papers were prepared by Sir 
‘Robert Hadfield, the distinguished 
English metallureist, for the meeting 
of the Empire Mining and Metallur- 
gical Congress held at Sydney, NS., 
on September 9, but the author him- 
eer was unfortunptely not able to 
} come to Canada to attend the meet- 
ing. 

Sir Robert is perhaps best known 
jas the discoverer and inventor of 
| manganese steel. The actual discov- 
ery dates from 1882, but it was not 
fannounced until 1888, in a classic pa- 
|per he communieated to the Institu- 
‘tion of Civil Engineers, London, Mng- 
‘land. It Is not too much to say that 
‘this discovery revolutionized = the 
stecl-making industry, and as a re- 
| sult manganese ore has become in- 
| dispensable. 

Sir Robert showed that the British 
| Eauplee possesses arge resources 
lin such ores --- larger in fact than 
| those of any other country. The 
| deposits are mainly in India and 
Africa (Gold Coast), production fram

000 toms and 339,000 tons of high 
grade ore.

Prince Of Wales To Take Up Resi- 
dence In Marlborough House 

The Prince of Wales will go into 
residence at Marlborough Iouse soon 
after his return from Canada. 

Marlborough* House, an _ almost 
square, soiid red brick buildihg, was 
built by Sir Christopher Wren just 
over 200 years ago for the first Duke 
of Marlborough Later it became the 
residence successively of various 
members of the royal family, and fin- 
ally was acquired for King Edward 
VII. then Prince of Wales. 

The present Prince of Wales will 
actually use only a small portion of 
| the house himself. His suite will be 
re the first floor, which looks out on 
two acres of garden. <A large room, 
which was formerly an audience 
chamber, will be converted into a 
combined reading room and_ study 
where the Prince will conduct the 
principal part of his correspondence. 

On the ground, floor ig a large room 
which wilk be used for the entertain- 
ment of friends who are not of thd 
Prince's intimate circle. 

Queen Alexandra’s boudoir and

torla. Rooms at Osborne House, Isle 
of Wight, where she died—although 
her death took place more than a

Duty On American Publications 


|Forty-Nine American Periodicals 
Declared To Be Dutiable 
Forty-nine American periodicals 


have been declared by the Canadian 
department of national revenue to be 
dutiable at 25 per cent. Hitherto, they 
have been entering Canada free of 
customs duty, as magazines! The per- 
fodicals run tho whole gamut of 
thrill, romance and. adventure from 
stories of the underworld to stories of 
the screen. 
‘dream world and uuravel the myster- 
ies of crime. 

The decision, in its formal lan- 
guage, holds that “periodical publica- 
tions, consisting almost wholly of fic- 
tion and not containing a reasonable 
amount of critical and descriptive 
articles, news items or articles rela- 
tive thereto or to current topics de- 
clared to-be not entitled to entry un- 
der tariff item 184 as magazines.” 

Tariff item 184 provides for free 
entry of magazines; periodicals, held 
not to be so classified, will come un- 
der dutiable items. The forty-nine 
specified under the department’s rul- 
ing will probably all now be classified 
as unbound novels and be dutiable 
under the general tariff—which is ap- 
Plicable to the United States—at 25 
per cent.

A Buried Meteorite 


Expect To Find Platinum 
Meteor In Arizona 
Meteorites have a vast new signifi- 
cance. The other day a drill was brok- 
en 600 feet underground in: a test bor- 
ing in Canyon Diablo, Arizona. A gim- 
ple accident. Yet scientists of sev- 
eral countries are wondering just why 
that driil broke. Furthermore, a group 
of practical mining men believe its 
breaking signifies that their fortunes 
are made—for they expect to find 
platinum in paying quantities at the 
600-foot depth. 

That is the latest chapter in the 
history of Coon Butte, or Meteor Cra- 
ter, where it is believed a gigantic 
meteorite buried itself at some past 
time. The broken drill, declares Neil 
M. Clark in Popular Science Monthly, 
is the first positive indication that the 
main mass of the meteorite may have 
been located. 

If actual mining, preparations for 
which are going forward, proves this 
to be the qise, we shall have fresh 
evidence’ that truly we live in a haz- 
ardous and surprising world, since tho 
very heavens can open and bombard 
us with “projectiles” weighing hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons. A me- 
teorite such as that supposedly hidden 
under Meteor Crater could, if it drop- 
ped in the ocean, cause one of the 
most colossal tidal waves ever known 
or, dropping on land, could devastate 
the fairest part of Chicago or New 
York, and kill thousands of people 
(perhaps hundreds of thousands) Jn 
the twinkling of an eye. There is no 
reason to suppose that such a catas- 
trophe, if it happened once, could not 
happen again, sometime, somewhere. 
Indeed, late news from Africa indi- 
cates that it has happened at least 
one other time.
